Will Fight to Keep 
Japanese From 
Coming North

With the Japanese army on the 
Nonni river battle front—(INS)— 
General Ma Chan-Shan, com- 
mander of the Heilung-Kiang army 
confronting the Japanese in this 
bleak battle zone, today served no- 
tice on ‘the Japanese military 
authorities that he intends to hold 
Anganchi at all costs and will re- 
sist any attempt by the Japanese 
to advance northward toward Tsit- 
sihar. 

(The Chinese delegation to the 
League of Nations announced yes- 
terday that the Japanese had sent 
an ultimatum to General Ma, de- 
manding that he retire at once and 
permit them to occupy Tsitsihar, 
capital of Heilungkiang province, 
without fighting.) 

General Ma is openly defying the 
Japanese. The concentration of his 
troops north of Tahsing station, a 
few miles from the Japanese lines, 
threatens to bring about immedi- 
ate renewal of hostilities on this 
front. — 

For the present the Japanese 
have been forbidden to cross an 
imaginary line.five miles north of 
the village of Tahsing.

WASHINGTON—(INS)—How a 
little child’s suffering has: aroused 
the entire nation was revealed to- 
day by the scores of letters and 
gifts which poured into Gallinger 
hospital here from all over the 
country for Edith Riley, 13-year- 
old alleged victim of four year’s 
torture at the hands of a cruel 
step-mother. ; 

Told through the medium of the 
press all the pitiful details of the 
child’s imprisonment in a dark, 
foul closet and other heinous tor- 
tures inflicted On her, mothers, 
fathers, young couples and 
even children have Written sym- 
pathetic letters; ‘sent ‘money, gifts 
and offers of a home. 

The emaciated little girl was im- 
proving fast under the care of the 
hospital, but officials decided to 
defer any thorough mental ex- 
amination. They declared such an 
examination would offer more pro- 
ductive results when the child has 
received the benefits of some weeks 
of fare and her mind has been giv- 
en a chance to adjust itself. 

Action of the grand jury will not 
await results of mental tests, how- 
ever, and was expected today.

‘Doctors Should Warn 
.Patient of Danger, 
Court Holds 


VANCOUVER, B. C.— (Special) — 
Because doctors in a Toronto hospi- 
tal’ failed to operate properly upon 
a@ patient and inform the patient 
of the gravity and danger of the 
operation, a Toronto court. awarded 
damages of $3,000. The Vancouver 
Sun printed the following editorial 
on the subject: 

‘*A Toronto court has ‘awarded 
3000 damages against a Toronto 
hospital for injuries.incurred by a 
-patient improperly and imprudent- 
‘ly operated upon. , 

“The court held that before doc- 
tors perform an operation, it is 
their duty to inform ‘the patient, of 
the gravity and danger’of an oper- 
ation. 

“It is just about time that public 
protectors were putting the brakes 
on the medical orgy of grabbing and 
snatching people from their homes 
and rushing them off to hospitals 
for ummnecessary operations. In- 
stead of frightening patients as to 
the danger of death from their al- 
leged ailments, medical doctors 
should frighten people about the 
danger of death and injury from 
operations. Most cases now operat- 
ed upon can be cured with ‘a little 
old-time common ‘sense treatment, 
plus a little modern advice on diet 
and drainage. 

“Instead .of small, inexpensive 
hospitals being fun to take care of 
accidents and fractures and a few 
cases-of surgery, and for the dis- 
tribution of diet and health inform- 
ation, our hospitals have become 
big costly business institutions run 
at public expense as conveniences 
for unnecessary medical operations. 

“Last year the Vancouver Gener- 
al Hospital cost Vancouver citizens 
a total of over one million -dollars. 
In grants and deficits the govern- 
ment and the Vancouver public 
were called on for the greater part 
of this amount. 

“An instance of how far our hos- 
pitals have become big business in- 
stitutions for the convenience of 
medical operators, and how far they 
have gotten away from health and 
the relief of human suffering can be 
seen from a case: reported to this 
paper on Tuesday, May 12. 

“As reported, a little four-year- 
old girl got her hand jammed in a 
motor door; the finger-ends crush- 
ed. The child was’rushed into the 
emergency ward of the hospital; the 
hospital doctor was called. He look- 
ed at the crushed fingers, made 
some inquiries from the parents, 
and finding that they'had a family 
doctor, insisted that their doctor 
must fix up the hand. 

“To locate the family doctor and 
get him to the hospital took one 
hour and a half, and during that 
time the attention that the suffer- 
ing little girl received was a mere 
swabing of the bleeding fingers by 
a@ nurse. 

“Imagine the feelings of a tax- 
paying father and mother having to

see their child suffer and submit to 
such medical humbug. 

“What are our hospitals for? Are 
they run for the relief of suffering? 
Or are they run for the convenience 
of an orthodox medical cult that is 
fifty years behind the times in its 
knowledge and application of com- 
mon sense ideas on health? 

“Cannot the medical men them- 
selves see that this gigantic hospi- 
tal business, for the most part to 
accommodate unnecessary. sur; 1 
operations, must stop; that once 
people submit to these operations, 
they come out of the hospital as of- 
ten dead as alive; and that if they 
do come out alive their bodies have 


been so shocked and wrecked™ that’ 


life is never again the same? 
“What an outrage most surgical 
operations are against Nature and 
Nature’s laws, and against natural 
living! Is this Toronto court decis- 
ion not a warning to orthodox med- 
icine and its unnecessary operations 
of the trend of public feeling? 

Should not our hospitals, main- 
tained as they are by public funds, 
have a nature doctor or some. Jay 
inspector consult with all patients 
before medical men are allowed to 
operate on them? 

“Orthodox medicine with its black 
magic serums and unnecessary. sur- 
gery today controls legislatures and 
councils to such an extent that the 
public is in open rebellion. Even lit- 
tle children in schools are taught 
the medical mumble jumble of ser- 
ums and surgery, instead of being 
taught simple principles of health. 

“If what orthodox medicine. was 
selling the public was HEALTH. 
would that public find it necessary 
to seek relief from our courts? 

“What medical men and what, 
hospitals have.not learned is that 
the public wants HEALTH and is 
willing to pay for it. What medical 
universities and orthodox medicine 
must~do is to first learn how to 


keep the public healthy. Then doc-- 


tors should find a selling technique 
that will put their health informa- 
tion and: their medical services 
across to people at a profit to doc- 
tors and a benefit to the public.
